The amended label referred to above, submitted in connection with registration under the Federal
Insecticide, Fungicide and Rodenticide Act, as amended, is acceptable. This approval does not
affect any conditions that were previously imposed on this registration. You continue to be
subject to existing conditions on your registration and any deadlines connected with them.

A stamped copy of your labeling is enclosed for your records. This labeling supersedes all
previously accepted labeling. You must submit one copy of the final printed labeling before you
release the product for shipment with the new labeling. In accordance with 40 CFR 152.130(c),
you may distribute or sell this product under the previously approved labeling for 18 months
from the date of this letter. After 18 months, you may only distribute or sell this product if it
bears this new revised labeling or subsequently approved labeling. “To distribute or sell” is
defined under FIFRA section 2(gg) and its implementing regulation at 40 CFR 152.3.

Should you wish to add/retain a reference to the company’s website on your label, then please be
aware that the website becomes labeling under the Federal Insecticide Fungicide and Rodenticide
Act and is subject to review by the Agency. If the website is false or misleading, the product
would be misbranded and unlawful to sell or distribute under FIFRA section 12(a)(1)(E). 40

regardless of whether a website is referenced on your product’s label, claims made on the
website may not substantially differ from those claims approved through the registration process.
Therefore, should the Agency find or if it is brought to our attention that a website contains false
or misleading statements or claims substantially differing from the EPA approved registration,
the website will be referred to the EPA’s Office of Enforcement and Compliance.

[Gordon's Horse and Pony Spray] [This product] may be applied as a fine mist with a sprayer or wiped on
with a soft cloth. Read the entire label before application and refer to the chart for spray intervals and
instructions.

TO PREVENT INJURY APPLY THIS PRODUCT ONLY AS SPECIFIED ON THIS LABEL. DO NOT
WET THE ANIMAL’S SKIN.

The objective is to create a barrier on the hair that will both repel and Kill biting flies. The product is
intended as a preventative measure and is not intended to help an animal recover from existing sores,
skin lesions or bites due to pests. If the animal has open sores, skin lesions, cuts, wounds, or irritated
skin from pest infestations contact your veterinarian before using this product.

Avoid any direct contact between the product and the animal's skin, particularly when skin pores are
open, such as after exercise or when the animal is perspiring heavily.

(husbandry, bathing or shampooing).

e Set the sprayer to the “Fine Mist” position; do not use coarse sprays. Do not make application in
direct, hot sunlight.

e Do not apply to areas where animal has no hair. Avoid direct contact with the animal’s skin.

o After application, brush the coat for uniform coverage. Securely cover feedstuffs, troughs, bins, or
other food and water receptacles while spraying.

Wipe-On:

e Ready-To-Use: Use undiluted as a localized or spot treatment as a wipe-on with an applicator mitt, or
clean towel.

e Ready-To-Use: Use undiluted as a localized or spot treatment as a wipe-on with a towelette or other
impregnated material.
